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HE order of Jeſuits (who call themſelves the ſociety off; 
Jeſus, becauſe they attribute to themſelves the advance-, 
ment of the name, doctrine and glory of Jeſus, more than 
any other religious order before their time) was firſt eſta- 
& bliſhed by Ignatius de Loyola about the year 140. 
Ignatius, by birth a Spaniard, was at firſt a ſoldier; and having received * . 
ſome wounds in the war againſt the French, he remained above 4 
year under cure; during which time, he reſolved as ſoon as his health 
was eſtabliſhed, to renounce the world entirely, and devote the reſidue 
of his life to the adyancement of the name of Jeſus : In order to Which, 
at the age of twenty-ſix, he abandoned all, and went to Jeruſalem,” 
and having ſpent ſome time in his devotions at the holy ſepulchre, he 
returned to Spain, and ſtudied at Compoſtella, and at Salamanca. Dur- 
ing his ſtudies, although he was not entitled to it by his learning, nor 
properly ordained, he preached mortification till he was taken up and 
impriſoned by the Inquiſitors. On examination, they, finding him 
very zealous for the Roman church, releaſed him; and he went and 
ſtudied ten years at Paris, and took the degree of Maſter of Arts, 'In' Ih 
the year 1536 he returned to Spain, with ten companions Who had 
joined his profeſſion, and with them he went to Rome to obtain the : 
Pope's permiſſion to go preach at Jeruſalem ; but finding à war had J

them. He gave them power to preach, adminiſter the ſacraments, to 


hear confeſſions, and to pronounce abſolution, in any place they choſe z# 


to have Coadjutors, both ecclefiaſtical and laic ; to have cooks, bakers, 


butlers, &c. to change their General; and the General may ſend them 


where he pleaſes, and recall them, without leave firſt had from the 
Pope; to — power to confeſs, abſolve, and receive into the pale of 
the Roman church all heretics. Their General is veſted with autho- 
rity to excommunicate all offenders, and even to impriſon them; The 


order is exempted from all ſecular power whatever, from all tythes, 


tenths, and taxes; They may carry with them portable altars when

The ſame Pope gave them 
the power to read public lectures in whatever univerſity or academy 
they ſhould be preſent at, without aſting ny perſon's leave, and that 
no perſon ſhould dare to obſtruct them; but, on the contrary, all 
preſent ſhould be obliged to hear them with attention. Pope Gregory 
the third, went ſtill farther than his predeceſſors, and allowed them 
to have their on judges, counſellors, advocates, and judicial officers; 
to ſay their yours, or offices out of the choir, to correct, change, 
blot out, or explain any paſſage in any book which may be diſpleaſing 
to them; or to cauſe the books to be burnt, whoſever property they 


may be; to be always the Librarians to the Pope, and to be exempt: | 


from any obligation to attend any funerals or public proceſſions. By 
reaſon of theſe extraordinary privileges, and through their own vigilence, 
their order was ſo far augmented in only ſeventy-five years, that Ris a-? 
DENEIRA (one of their own order) exulting, ſays, they had eſtabliſhed 


Wo HUNDRED AND NINETY-THREE colleges, beſides one hundred and 


tawenty-three houſes; that the number of the Jeſuits were TEN THou- 
SAND FIVE HUNDRED AND, EIGHTY-ONE ; and their yearly revenue 
was not leſs than 81x MILLIOx of livres [two hundred and fixty two 

thouſand, five hundred pounds ſterling, Engliſh money] a prodigious: 
ſum in that time! and how the order has increaſed both in numbet, 


power, and wealth, may be eaſier imagined than expreſſed. ,
